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VATICAN SAYS 
CALLES AIMS TO 
KILL RELIGION 


ROME, Aug. 7.— — The Vatican 
organ, Osservatore Romano, in a 
lengthy article today denies the charge 
made by President Calles of Mexico 
that the Catholic church for three cen- 


turies has absolutely dominated that 
country, hindering progress and doing 
nothing for the betterment of the peo- 
ple. 

“On the contrary,” the article says, 
“the triumph of men representing the 
most radical and revolutionary political 
currents is responsible for all of Mex- 
ico’s troubles,”’ 

The article, entitled “ Four Centuries 
of Catholicism in Mexico,” is looked 
on as expressing the views of the pope 
and as the most important statement 
of the Holy See viewpoint since the | 
beginning of the religious crisis in 
Mexico. 

“While the government puts Mexi- 
co to iron and steel,” says the article, ' 
“to destroy—if it were possible—all 
traces of religion among the people, 
while the whole civilized world is in- 
dignant about a persecution recalling 
the first centuries of Christianity, it 
is strange that the government tries t> 
blame the church for events which 
qualify as a religious crisis and at- 
tributes the unanimous indigantion of 
all civilized peoples to their ignorance 
of Mexico’s religious history.”

CUBA-.EXECUTES 
KILLER OF MAYOR 
ON THE GARROTE 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, Aug. 7.—(4)— 
Hernan Pena was executed by the 
garrote this morning for the murder 
two years ago of Mayor Villaion of 
Santiago. The coliur of the machine 
tightened about his neck at 6:01 o'clock, 
and he was pronounced dead after 


seven minutes. It was the second 
execution in Cuba in the last twenty 
years. 

Antonio Paula-Romero, who was 
convicted of homicide six years ago, 
was the executioner. He was assist- 
ed by Frank Davis, a Negro, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., who is serving a sen- 
tence for robbery. 

According to the official witnesses, 
Pena went to the garrote tranquilly, 
and death apparently came immedi- 
ately after the. collar was tightened.

POINCARE WI

The senate, 
in which M. Poincare is even strong- 
er than in the chamber, is certain to 
follow the lead of the lower house. 

_ The senate, by wide margins, today 
adopted the bill creating a sinking fund 
for the floating debt and transferring 
the tobacco monopoly to corporate con- 
trol and a measure permitting the 
Bank of France to purchase reserves 
‘of foreign gold currency. 

Defeat Socialists. 

The vote of confidence given to M. 
Poincare upon his proposal to convoke 
the senate and chamber in a national 
assembly was followed by a crushing 
defeat in the chamber for a Socialist 
proposal to limit the senate’s powers 
by another organic law drawn up by 
the national assembly. The Socialists 
and their friends mustered only 180 
votes to support the proposal, while 
the government's forces overwhelmed 
them with 390. 

M. Poincare insisted that the legis- 
lators must accord “solemn charac- 
ter” to the institution of the sinking 
fund in order to reassure all holders 


nationality. He said the country must 

be assured that the sinking fund re- 

ceipts will not be diverted from the 

object for which they were intended. 
Debt Action Delayed. 

Meanwhile ratification of the inter- 
allied debt accords has made little head- 
way. The finance committee of the 
chamber has decided to appoint a sub- 
committee of five of its members, com- 
prising representatives of the most im- 
portant chamber groups, and charge it 
simply with examining the debt agree- 
ments with the United States and Great 
Britain during the parliamentary re- 
cess.

THE FAREWELL MESSAGE. 

The outbreak of hostile feeling against us on 
the continent and in England might have been 
foreseen without falling into extreme cynicism. 
Since the collapse of the German military power 
the temperature of our war associates’ regard for 
us has been observably and steadily falling. The 
irritation of Clemenceau over Wilson’s interven- 
tion was symptomatic of an inevitable reaction, 
and any one who has traveled in Europe since 
1919, unless he were rather obtuse, has had reason 
enough to know that the brief hour of our popu- 
larity was swiftly passing. 


As to this European reaction, Americans ought 
to be philosophical and can afford to be mag- 
nanimous. Nations after all are made of human 
beings, and if we feel that the French and the 
British and the Italian spirit toward us is un- 
grateful and unjust, what is more human tian 
ingratitude and injust)-e? We, too, were the situa- 
tion reversed, might be guilty of injustice and in- 
gratitude. Of course, we hope and believe we 
should not be, but can we be at all sure? Not if 
we are candid. 

It does not follow that we can wisely ignore our 
unpleasant experience. It is of great importance 
that we should meditate upon it for our future 
guidance, while guarding ourselves from undue re- 
sentment. It is of great importance that we should 
learn from it a salutary lesson in the realities of 
international relations so that our policies here- 
after shall not be perverted by fallacious assump- 


The utility contributions to the primary cam- 
paign divide first into the contributions of Samuel 
Insull and the contributions of Clement Studebaker 
ard of Ira Copley. 

Mr. Insull’s contributions divide two ways: first 
into those paid the local political control factions, 
groups or organizations such as the Deneen-Lun- 
din faction, the Crowe-Barrett faction, and the 
Democratic Cook county organization. The total of 


this was not fully disclosed, but may not have been 
in excess of $50,000. The normal supposition is that 
these sums were paid to secure the political good 
will of leaders and their organizations. That must 


no effort at direct bribery or breach of public trust 
was indicated. 

Second, passing over the alleged contribution 
against the world court, the insull contribution 
was to the campaign fund of Frank L. Smith, chair- | 


fixes utility rates, authorizes bond and stock issues 
and mergers and issues certificates of public neces- 
sity by which new utilities can be established, This 

‘tentribution was $125,000. 

Mr. Insull’s utilities include the Commonwealth 
‘Edison, the gas company, the elevated roads and 
electric railroads. Senator Reed in his examination 
‘of Mr. Smith himself developed the fact that the 
rates made for the Insull utilities have never been 
“protested by the interests affected. They have been 
accepted. Mr. Smith admitted that was not true 
of the Chicago Telephone company. It did pro-. 
test. It was not true of the surface lines. They 
not only protested. "They had to fight and to go 
into the federal court to prevent the establish- 
ment of a fare which the court held would ‘have 
been confiscatory. 

Henry Blair of the surface lines and Mr. Insull 
of the elevated had entirely different experiences 
with the rate making body. of which Mr. Smith is 
the chairmang When Smith was running for the 
United States senate Insull contributed nearly 
half of his campaign fund as accounted for. 

Two other considerable contributions were made. 
One was of $20,000 from Clement Studebaker, who 
was buying in the Illinois electric field. He was 
taking over the interests of Senator William Mc- 
Kinley, who Was to remain as chairman of the 
poard ef the regrouped properties. Smith was run- 
ning for McKinley's place, but Mr. Studebaker 
found it desirable to contribute to the political de- 
feat of the man with whom he was associated in the 
reorganization. Smith was and is still chairman 
of the commerce commission. 

“Mr. Studebaker was entering the utility field 
controlled by Smith as the senatorial campaign was 
being conducted, and Ira Copley, former congress- 
man, was getting out. Copley wanted te close out 
bis interests in a reorganization of his Western 
United Gas and Electric company. He found it de- 
girable or advisable, as he was arranging the terms 

“of his withdrawal, to contribute $25,000 to the cam- 
paign fund of the chairman of the Illinois com- 
fhmerce commission, which authorizes the financing 
and refinancing of utility corporations. 

‘Three public utility executives contributed in all, 
sc far as the investigation indicated, $170,000 to 
Smith's campaign fund, and the final conclusion is 
unéscapable that the payments of Insull, Stude- 


*. baker, and Copley had as their purpose the obtain- 
ving or retaining of treatment from the commerce 


tions. We were warned of this by the greatest 
of our statesmen in the immortal testament he 
left us upon retiring to private life.

Was it not policy as well 
as consistency to take sides against monarchy and 
make the world safe for democracy?

Religion must first of all be personal. 
be real. It must control the actions of individuals 
and must be concerned with every factor in life, 
family, social, economic, political, national and in- 
ternational. 

At the risk of being considered too personal I 
want to state what religion in the church and in 
the home has meant to me. Nearly all of my early 
school education I received in the Sunday school. 
I have no regret that long before any other train- 
ing became available*to me I learned the lessons 
of the good old book and with the guidance and in- 
terpretations of a religious mother I learned to 
place a high valuation upon its truths. That train- 
ing has helped me and comforted me; it has given 
inspiration to my later training and experiences 
for which I shall always be thankful. 

Inasmuch as I believe the career of every person 
is shaped by the influences of early life and as no 
one can reach true success without religion I gladly 
pay tribute to the prayers I heard at my mother’s 
knee, the hymns I heard ‘her sing and the faith 
her mother love implanted in my young heart. 

In a deeply implanted faith there lies the courag2 
and moral stamina which qualifies men to meet 
great problems, accomplish worth-while deeds, and 
face unafraid the strife and turmoil all must en- 
counter if they are to be anything but idlers. One 
who possesses this faith can banish fear and rest 
secure in the prgfmise ofthe psalmigst; “ God is our

refuge and our\strength, a present help in 
trouble. Therefore will we not.'fear, though the 
earth be removed and though the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea.” : 


The religion of my youth still clings to me. 
There are some folks who are becoming s0 modern 
about everything they would even modernize God, 
but I still rest firmly in the faith of my childhood,

But I would not carry the idea of the changeléss- 
ness of religion too far. Americans believe in pros- 
ress and it would be unbecoming for us to believe 
there had been progress in every other sphere in 
life and none in religion.

We do not sing doleful hymns today, but those 
which lift, cheer and strengthen us. The old truths 
have been made to fit beautifully into the changed 
conditions of modern life and have lost none of 
their inspiration. L believe in singing joyful praises 
unto the. Lord. 

I go to the church on Sunday in order to get 
spiritual help to enable me to meet the duties of 
the week. A good sermon is a stimulant to the 
brain and likewise restores one in moments of 
doubt and despondency to buoyancy and courage. 
Hymns give comfort and rest and there is a glory 
in them that robs life of the commonplace.

THE AMERICAN SUNDAY. 


Philadelphia ministers are endeavoring to close

COTTON CLOTHES FOR BABY. 
RS. FABER AND HADDEN think 
they have proved that cotton fab- 
rics are better for baby garments 
than either wool, silk, or linen. 
What is still more surprising, they think 
cotton garments are warmer than woolen 
ones. They refer particularly to wash 
garments for cool weather wear. The 
materials for ordinary garments investi- 
gated by them @ere made of silk, cotton, 
wool, and linen. The weave was the 
same as to the first three, but the only 
linen fabric available for the tests was 
a linen mesh. Effort was made to have 
the weights and weaves the same. The 
diaper materials investigated were bird’s- 
eye and canton flannel. 


The points on which the materials were 
rated were: 


1. Rate of conduction of heat. 


2. Ability to absorb moisture, rate at 
which water sunk into the fabric, amount 
of moisture it would hold, wetting, and 
rate of evaporation. 


3. Porosity. 
4. Durability. 
| 5. Smoothness. 


In warmth, as shown slow heat con- 
ductivity, cotton ranked first, followed by 
wool, silk, and linen, in the order named. 
The rank of the diaper materials was 
bird’s-eye first, then canton flannel. As 
_to the rate at which water sunk into the 
fabric, bird's-eye first, canton flannel, 
silk, cotton, wool, linen. Amount of wa- 
ter absorbed in 20 minutes: Cotton, first; 
canton flannel, bird's-eye, silk, linen, 
wool, Total water absorbed: Wool, first; 
silk, linen, canton flannel, bird's-eye. 
Rate of evaporation of water from fab- 
rics: Bird’s-eye, first; silk, linen, wool, 
cotton, canton flannel. The porosity tests 
have results which the investigators 
thought unsatisfactory. In readiness 
with which the fabric was freed of bac- 
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teria, the rating was: Bird's-eye, rst; 
silk, canton flannel, wool, cotton, linen. 
Summing up the results of the test, 
Faber and Hadden consider cotton to be 
the best material for a baby’s wash &ar- 
ments. Linen made the poorest show~ 
ing. Wool was better thap silk in most 
particulars. Cotton was warmer than 
wool. Linen was poorest in all particu- 
lars, except that it stood boiling well, and 


boiling“is necessary to remove bacteria. 


Wool was especially ‘poor, in that it 
shrank on being boiled, it irritated the 
skin, and moisture sunk into it slowly. 
Of the diaper materials, bird's-eye was 
better than canton flannel. 

In practice the weave of the fabric ts 
very important. The method in which 
cotton is woven might radically change 
any of the above ratings. The difference 
between canton flannel and ordinary cot- 
ton goods is proof of that.

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[HUNDRED YEAR WAR FOR LEGAL REFORM 


English Courts Declare Rights of Parties. 


This is the fifth weekly installment of an article by Prof. E. R. Sunderiang 
of the Michigan university law school, on the English system of legal pr 
Today he tells of the rematkable service rendered by English courts in inform, 
ing parties what their rights are in regard to wills, contracts, deeds, 
or governmental orders. No party to a law suit can be taken by surgrigs 


England. 


Every case may by means of an ap- 
plication for determination of rights, 
become, in appearance at least, 4% 
friendly suit. There is no doubt that 
the personal animosities developed by 
litigation are serious drawbacks to the 
usefulness of the courts. To sue is ‘o 
fight, and fights make endless feuds. 
Parties hesitate to resort to the courts 
because they shrink from a staté of 
war with their neighbors or business 
associates. But if the courts could 
operate as diplomatic instead of bel- 
ligerent agencies, less hesitation would 
be felt over recourse to them, and less 
strain would be put upon the friendly 
relations of the parties. To ask the 
court merely to say whether you have 
certain contract rights against the de- 
fendant is a very different thing from 
demanding damages or an injunction 
against him. ; 

Try to Ayoid Animosities. 

When you ask for a declaration of 
right only, you treat him as a gentie- 
man. When you ask coercive relief 
you treat him as a wrongdoer. That 
is the whole difference between dl- 
plomacy and war; the former assumes 
that both parties wish to do right, the 
latter is based on an accusation of 
wrong. A request for a declaration of 
right plainly implies full confidence 
that the defendant will promptly and 
voluntarily do his duty as soon as the 
court points it out to him. It makes 
the lawsuit a codperative proceeding, 
in which the court merely assists the 
parties to settle their own differences 
by stating to them the rules of law 
which govern them. These considera- 
tions alone are enough to recommend 
the practice in any country where re- 
spect for the rights of others is con- 
sidered a virtue. The force behind 
the court is not at all weakened by it, 
for if it appears that the plaintiff's 
confidence in the defendant’s readiness 
to do right is misplaced, the coercive 
decree of the court is always ready to 
be issued in support of its declaration. 

Try Only to Check a Wrong. 

But the declaratory judgment pro- 
cedure is much more than a new 
method for accomplishing an old pur- 
pose. It has actually enlarged the 
boundaries of judicial action. Accord- 
ing to the conventional view of com- 
mon law jurisprudence, the courts take 
jurisdiction only in case of an actual 
or threatened wrong. Until that oc- 
curs there is nothing upon which they 
can‘act. This was very clearly pointed 
out by the Supreme court of New 
Hampshire in Greely v. Nashua [62 
N. H. 166], where it i# said in regard 


to a bill filed to determine rights 
claimed under a will: 
“The plaintiffs request the 


court to inform them what their legal 
rights and those of the defendants are 
in the property devised. The court 
might with equal propriety be called 
upon by the parties interested to ad- 
vise them regarding the title to land, 
the construction of a contract, or any 
other question of law. Such questions 
are not ordinarily adjudicated until it 
becomes necessary to decide therm in 
proceedings instituted for the redress 
of wrongs.” 

And in Bevans v. Bevans [69 N. J, 
Eq. 1), a bill was filed to obtain the 
construction of a will with respect to 
the title to real estate. The chancellor 
of New Jersey said: 

“ . ,. It is settled that the court 
will not express opinions. in regard to 
construction for the mere information 
of parties, disconnected from some 
equitable relief sought.” 

Courts Advise Litigants on Rights. 

The English rule is designed to per- 
mit courts to do exactly what the New 
Jersey court said- would never be done, 
Namely, to express opinions for the 
mere information of parties. The com- 
mon law never looked upon the courts 
as agencies useful for enabling parties 
to keep out of trouble. That was the 
business of the lawyers. It never @gd- 


)mitted that any one had a legal right 


to know what his rights were. Tha 
rule authorizing declaratory judgments 
in cases where no relief ig possible, 
gives one the right to know his rights. 
Since ignorance of the law excuses no 
one, the law will furnish an oracle to 
declare it. Assuming that parties in- 
tend to do ht, it will point out the 
way they should go. 

In the absence of an opportunity to 
obtain declaratory relief, a client can 
do no more than consult his lawyer. 
But the lawyer’s opinion is without the 
slightest binding force. Vast interests 
may be at stake, but all the client can 
do is to gamble on the sagacity of his« 
counsel. In England such compulsory 
gambling has long been outgrown. The 
client consults his lawyer, the lawyer, 
in case of doubt, frames a case for the 
court, and the court, on a full hearing 
with all interested parties before it, 
makes a final and binding declaration 
on which the client can act with per: 
fect security. 

Progress in U. 8. 

Declaratory judgments have recently 
been attracting much interest in the 
United States. The first genera) statute 
authorizing them was passed in Michi- 
gan in 1919, but was held unconstitu- 
tional on the extraordinary ground that 
declaring the rights of parties was not 
a judicial function... Arway v. Grand 
Rapids Ry. Co. [211 Mich. 592]. But 
while this decision encouraged similar 
legislation, no other court has ever 
been persuaded to follow the reasoning 
of the Supreme court of Michigan. 

The last decision in which the va. 
lidity of the practice was seriously 
argued and considered was Petition of 
Kariber (131 Atl. 265], in which its 
constitutionality was thoroughly dem- 
onstrated by the Supreme court of 
Penngylvania. No less than eightéen 
states are now using it, and it is hoped 
that congress may in due time pass 
the bill now being urged by the Ameri- 
can Bar association. In many states 
they are already losing their noveity. 

Disclosure and Discovery. 

Having eliminated from the trial 
docket the cases calling for summary 
and declaratory judgments, the next 
problem is to provide the parties to 
the cases which must be regularly 
tried with all the information which is 
necessary to enable them to prepare 
for trial. Instead of conniving at the 
instinctive desire .of counsel to keep 
his adversary as far as possible in the 
dark, lest by obtaining information 
he should become more formidable, the 
English rules provide for the most 
thorough disclosure and discovery. 

Discovery is one of the primary 
titles in the books on English pro- 
cedure. From a minor doctrine in the 
chancery practice it has grown into a 
controlling principle embracing all liti- 
gation in the high court. Practically 
every case, commenced in the ordinary

The report discusses the question of 
empowering circuit judges to com- 
ment upon the evidence an@® charge 
the jury orally as is now the prac- 
tice in federal courts. Circuit judges 
were asked what they thought of lodg- 
ing such power in their hands, says 
the report, and twenty-seven replied 
in favor of the Change, while twenty- 
three opposed it.

HALFBREED RULE

Halfbreeds are said to be directing at- 
tacks aguinst the whites in order to 
concentrate public opinion behind 
them, but the leaders of the pure blood- 
ed Filipino tribes are beginning to 
urge opposition to their methods as 
well as to the whites to demand a 
straight Filipino government. 

In. other words there is a threat 
of political warfare between the yel- 
lows and the browns, between the na- 
tives of Tagalog and the Visayans 
and Ilocanos, for example, against the 
natives of the island, who are gradu- 
ally becoming known as Spanianinos 
and similar disrespectful titles. 


Halfbreeds Dominate Business. 


This was demonstrated clearly to- 
day in an interview during an auto 
tour of the province near Manila. Here 
is a typical attack on halfbreeds by 
a full-blooded Tagalog: 

“The halfbreed combination in the 
Philippines is engaged in playing the 
Malay and Filipino against the Ameri- 


cans for the purpose of throwing the 


Malay and Filipino off the scent of the 
halfbreeds. <All government positions 
carrying either power or authority, 


with the exception of that of the gov- 


ernor general and of the auditor, are 


held by halfbreeds. All newspapers 


of any importance, except two Ameri- 


can publications, are owned by haltf- 
breeds. The heads of important de 
partments of the Philippine national 
banking institution. are halfbreeds. 
The head of the National University 
of the Philippines and the head of the 
University of Manila are halfbreeds. 


“Large planters have to bow to the 
halfbreed dictators of the Philippine 
Nationa] Bank before they can secure 
loans. These planters also are se't- 
responsible tenants, voting in the elec- 
tions. Interisland shipping the 
archipelago, with the exception of a 
few miserable vessela owned by Ohi- 
nese, are owned by halfbreeds or 
Spaniards.”

‘GERMANY AND FRANCE 
IN NEW TRADE PACT— 
| TARIFFS ARE REDUCED 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.]} 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Provisions of a preliminary 
trade agreement signed by France and 
Germany on Thursday, effective on 
Aug. 20 for a period of six months, 
are given in a cablegram received by 
the department of commerce from Com- 
mercial Attaché Lioyd Jones 
at Paris.- 

The trade eimedanunt provides for 
mutual most-favored-nation treatment 
in regard to travel, residence, com- 
merce, manufacture and access to 
courts. Citizens of each country are 
guaranteed freedom to possess personal 
and real property in the territories of 
the other and to acquire the same by 
purchase, gift, or otherwise on a most- 
favored nation basis and similar treat- 
ment is assured in regard to taxes and 
other fiscal burdens. France agrees 
to liberalize the privileges granted for- 
eigners in its colonies and mandates. 

The minimum schedule of the French - 
customs tariffs is conceded to a num- 
ber of German products, including cat-; 
tle, hogs, meat products, milk, cheese, 
fish, vegetables, fruits, coffee, lumber, 
fodder, electric lamp globes, books, si 
and rayon. Reductions in duties on 
other commodities are provided, with 
a result that the French tariff on Ger- 
| was goods is estimated to average 20 
per cent ad valorem. 

French goods entering Germany are 
granted the lowest rates of the German 
tariff with certain exceptions.

. CAPE GRIS-NEZ, France, Aug. 7.— 
Here we are back at our starting 
point. I can’t 
yet realize that 
I’ve managed to 
swim that Eng- 
lish channel 
stretch that 
everybody led me 
to fear, even at 
its best, and from 
all I hear, the 
Straits of Dover 
weren't at their 
smilingest mood 
yesterday. 

I’m _ overjoyed 
by the knowledge 
that now I’ll have 
that roadster Pop 
promised me if I 

[P. & A. Photo.) succeeded in 
making the crossing. It will be my 
first car and I’ve been looking for- 
ward to earning it. When Bill Bur- 
gess told me after I’d been swimming 
more than nine hours that I would 
have to swim five hours longer, I 
thought: 

‘‘ Well, it's worth doing if I can get 
that roadster Pop promised me.” 

I am thrilled by the marvelous re- 
ception here and I got a kick out of 
the warm greetings last night at Kings- 
down, but somehow I can’t yet realize 
what all the excitement is over. 

I never once felt tired during the 
swim. The thought of giving up never 
entered my mind, but I never could 
have swam the channel if I had not 
had the wonderful encouragement that 
was given me by my pals aboard the 
accompanying tug, Alsace. 


Goggles Cheer Her. 

The best thing of all was that my 
mind was clear during the entire time 
I was in the water. I had never 
thought of the things most channel 
swimmers say discourage them. I 
never was melancholy aa I was last 
year when I made my attempt under 
much less favorable circumstances 
from point of organization and prep- 
aration, but with much more suitable 
weather conditions. f 

When I realized that my goggles, 
made with a single piece of curved 
giass, were perfect, not permitting the 
entrance of so’ much as a drop of wa- 
ter to blind me and sting my eyes, I 

4 was delighted. I knew then that my 
only concern would be my muscles. 
and they never ached for a single mo- 
ment. 

Indeed, I could have gone on for a 
long time after the-swim was finished. 

The only inconvenience I experi- 
enced during the entire swim was 
when I drank chicken broth at noon. 
It was atrociously seasoned, but warm. 
I have figured it out since that in tak- 
ing it: from Burgess the sea was so 
rough that I got some salt water into 
it, making it unpalatable. 

Anyway, when I drank it it tasted 
horrible. Then I ate a fried chicken 
leg, which lessened the discomfort. 

Sugar Tasted Good. 

After that I wanted very little tc 
eat. I am glad that Burgess fed me 
so little. The sugar blocks tasted 
good and when I asked for pineapple 
later, in the last stages of the pull, I 
felt half starved. ae 

My tongue was badly swollen and 
felt mighty uncomfortable in my 
mouth, but it was not so bad as I had 
feared it would be. 

After I completed the crossing and 
had returned to the tug I lay in a 
cramped position on a small couch 
until my arrival in Dover. Then 
when I tried to stand up I scarcely 
could. The muscles of my upper legs 
hurt greatly then, but at the hotel in 
Dover a hot bath before I went to bed 
fixed that up so that I was not even 
stiff this morning. 

First Hot Bath. 

| Jt wags the first hot bath I had had 
since our arrival at Gris-Nez June 10 
and the only wetting all over I had had 
at any time since then except in the 
channel. At Gris-Nez I had never 
wanted a hot bath, fearing that I 
would be spoiled for the sometimes icy 
cold channel water. 

That hotel bath tub felt simply heav- 
enly. I was starved after I had en- 
joyed that luxury, so I ate four ham 
sandwiches. 

I thought I would sleep like a rock, 
but I found, to my amazement, that 
I was too excited to find rest in slum- 
ber. It was the first time I had come 
to realize that I had been nervously 
excited when it was all over. I’m sure 
I wasn't at the start nor was I at any 

“ time while I was on the way. 

Awake All Night. 

. Anyway, for the first time in my 
life I remained awake almost a!) night. 
I had another hot bath this morning 
and a massage by Burgess. After that 
I was feeling great except for a pain 
in my right wrist where I had strained 
a muecie in shaking hands a thou- 
sand times or so. A few thousand 
more handshakes today increased the 
pain, Dut it was worth while to re- 
ceive so many felicitations. 

My swimmer friends who came into 
the water with me at different times 
during the swim helped me consid- 
erably by their company. Lillian Can- 
non, the Baltimore girl who was con- 

. sidered a rival aspirant, proved herself 

i a splendid sport and I liked her sing- 

ing as Well as her swimming. 

A I did mot know until after the swim 

Ea a was completed that she and Ishak 

ane Helmy had been seasick. But it was 
no wonder, for that small tug bobbed 
like a cork. 

Even I got seasick on the ride back

OHN J. McGRAW, Eddie Collins, 

and other noted foremen of the 

baseball trade, have been dis- 

pleased of late because the ath- 

letes as a class are less romantic 
about their work than they used to 
be. They have been softened by lux- 
ury and diverted by outside interests, | 
and it is suggested that the best way 
to restore their enthusiasm would be 
to curtail the money with which they 
buy these luxuries and finance these 
interests. 

If this is really the trouble, tien 
the stockholders are turning the house 
upside down searching for the specs 
on their noses. For under the pe- 
culiar code of ethics of the baseball 
business, the stockholders don't have 
to meet competition in the labor mar- 
ket; they don’t have to give any ball- 
player any more than they want to 
give him; they don’t even have to give 
the ballplayer a square deal, and fre- 
quently don’t. 

The athlete never had less voice in 
the determination of his pay or the 
scene or duration of his efnployment 
than he has today. 

If Mr. McGraw believes, for instance, 
that the sophomoric eagerness of 
Frank Frisch would be restored by a 
reduction in wages, he has only to wait 
until Friseh’s contract- expires and 
then reduce him to fifteen dollars a 
week. Under terms of the standard 
player’s contract an athlete would 
have to accept such conditions or as- 
sociate himself with some line of toil, 
which is a choice between abhorrent 
alternatives. 


When a foreman speaks of high sal- 
aries he has in mind wages of $10 
000 a yeur and he thinks of 
figure in comparison with the athlete's 
earning capacity at the helm of a 
taxicab or the tiller of a muledrawn 
plow. 


mean I should slow down, I would 
know everything was all right and 
when he told me as we neared the 
shore that victory was certain if I 
would just swim, I knew he meant I 
would have to swim fast.

The manager doesn’t reflect that the 
ballplayers and not the stockholders 
draw the customers who keep the cash 
registers clicking, and he speaks of 
ten thousand dollars as though this 
were enough to maintain a double life, 
a yacht flotilla, a garage full of 
limousines, and endow a chair at a 
night club on Broadway. But any one 
who has had the misfortune to be 
tagged for the assessmen/ after a sin- 
gle evening of riotous living amid 
the cretonne refinement of a New York 
speak-easy can testify that ten thou- 
sand dollars a year will afford a man 
few nights out after he has done right 
by the landlord, the tailor, the deli- 
catessen proprietor, and the book- 
Maker, who razors such a deep gash 
in many ballplayers’ wages. 

The Cleveland Indians are cited as 
Prominent beneficiaries of the stock- 
holders’ lavishness because they have 
been promised shares of the profits, if 
any, at the end of this extrernely lean 
season in Cleveland. But no baseball 
firm ever offered the players a share 
of the profits of a prosperous year. 


The proprietors have some grounds 
for complaint. One of them was just 
saying that in the course of a season 
the ballplayers will give away thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of baseballs 
out of the firm’s trunks to barbers, 
bellhops, taxi drivers, manicurists, 
friends of the family, and unclassified 
strangers. 

The players are forever wanting free 
tickets for people who would other- 
wise pay their way and who ought 
tc pay their way. There are athletes 
who will not take care of themselves 
during the winter and who thereby 
depreciate the value of a club asset 
and some will even endure dilapida- 
tion of the tonsils throughout the off 
season so as to enjoy an operation 
at the club’s expense iater on, And 
it that didn't show what despicable 
extremes the athlete would go to, the 
stockholder would cite. the names of 
players who came on to the field slob- 
bering drunk even in this day and he 
did name a few. 

So, altogether, the business seems to 
be on good terms with itself. The play- 
ers refiect that Ed Walsh threw away 
his arm for three rousing cheers and 
a pat on the’ back and decide to con- 
serve their energies. The stockholders 
recall how eagerly the players jumped 
to the Federal league when the chance 
came and decide to concede them 


nothing.

Canoe Races to Feature. 

In addition to the single and eight 
oared races there will be three quar- 
ter mile races for doubles and fours. 
Crews to meet the doubles and fours 
of Lincoln Park Boat club have not 
been selected. In recent years Lin- 
coln Park Boat club has made such 
rapid strides in the development of 
oarsmen that it is hard to find the re- 
quired competition for them among 
the clubs of the middle west. 

Canoe racing will be another fea- 
ture of the carnival. There will be 
four races for the frail craft. These 
will include 100 yards tail end, double 
canoe for a quarter mile, single canoe, 
quarter mile, and four paddle canoe 
of the dime distance. This competi- 
tion is open to all canoeists in the 
middle west who are affiliated with 
the American Canoe association. En- 
try can be made with Vincent Smith, 
commodore of the western division 
of the American Canoe association. 
Smith can be reached in care of the 
Lincoln Park Boat club. 

As an added feature there will be 
a war canoe race, a reminder of the 
old Indian days. Im this ovent war 


canoes manned by as many as four- 


teen paddlers will compete over a half 
mile course. The two crews will be 
made up of paddlers who take part in 
the racing canoe events.

During the lulls between races, 
some of the country’s best men and 
women divers will give exhibitions 
from the high and low boards. The 
diving stand will be located on the east 
bank across from the boat club. The 
divers will perform under the 4iree- 
tion of Harry Hazelhurst, swimming 
instructor of the Chicago Athletic as- 
sociation. 

Lincoln Park commissioners are 
aiding splendidly in making the event 
a success.

These crops are started readily here 
without the application of limestone, 
which is so vitally important to the 
successful growing of either alfalfa or 
sweet clover in Illinois, Iowa, and other 
states in the heart of the corn belt.

Nails Have a Purpose. 

Nails are not ornamental, he as- 
sures us. They have a purpose as part 
af our equipment, just as much as a 
sil light has on a car. The individual 
gbo ruthlessly cuts his nails back as 
far as possible is a Siamese twin to 
the man who skates on thin ice. He 
denies his toe ends the protection 
which nature intended in supplying 
ys mortals with a full set of unused 
toenails warranted to cut throrgh the 
best hosiery on the market. 

A nail, if treated civilly, is as harm- 
less as a sick goldfish, but the nail 
that is maltreated does not rest until 
lis vengeance is as complete as Na- 
poleon’s downfall, we are warned. If 
a crowded shoe shoves the flesh into 
the nail, or vice versa, the flap of 
fesh becomes bright red. It is pain- 
ful to touch. The nail gradually im- 
beds itself in the lateral tissue. This 
causes an irritation which produces 
excessive granulation, or, as grand- 
mother called it, proud flesh. And it 
fs extremely unpopular as a commu- 
nity member on any pleasure loving 


foot. 

Our authority suggests hanging up 
& mental sign ‘“‘ Don’t Touch” on the 
nail corners. A nail corner, he insists, 
should be treated with as much tact 
as a wife treats her husband after 
she has seen a coveted hat in a mil- 
liner’s window. Be good to them—and 
don't cut them. 

Packing with Cotton. 

The nail which has a tendency to 
trow in should be properly reprimand- 
ed by a packing of cotton. If this is 
wedged into the nail groove it will 
@eck the nail's affection for the flap 
dflesh. So long as the flap and the 
mil edge are not on speaking terms, 
acomfortable toe is assured the pa- 
tent The cotton packing is quite 
effective. | 

As a prophylactic treatment, it is 
wise to use adhesive plaster. A strip 
about a quarter inch wide and five 
inches long is attached to the flesh 
fap, then drawn hard under and 
‘around the toe. In this manner the 
adhesive strip helps the nail to enjoy 
fome freedom. The simplest treat- 
ment is to insert a piece of felt about 
half an inch thick between the first 
and second toes, just behind the pro- 
truding nail flap. 

The person who suffers from per- 
sistent ingrown nails will further safe-

guard his foot welfare by a caréful 
selection of shoes. These must be 
broad in the toe and should permit a 
thumb’s width between the first toe 
and the end of the shoe. A high heel 
is harmful because it forces the toes 
forward. Stockings sufficiently long 
must be preferred. 


For nail cutting the ordinary straight 
and long bladed scissors will, as @ 
rule, infijct pain. A long cutting edge 
causes too much pull on the bed of 
the nail and quite frequently, due to 
the unhandiness of the scissors, the 
nail is accidentally cut too close. A 
nail clipper is deemed more tisfac- 
tory. It is obtainable in various sizes 
and shapes, the medium size serving 
the arnateur best. 

A callous nail groove is another ail- 
ment associated with the big toe, the 
chiropodist points out. No sharp in- 
strument should be used to remove this 
hard substance. Saturate a bit of cot- 
ton in a solution of peroxide of hydro- 
gen and pack this wet pledget into 
the groove. After it has been on for 
about three minutes remove it and 
scrape the groove with an orange stick 
until the callus is thoroughly removed. 

Treating the Cuticle. 

A thick, dry and coarse cuticle fre- 
quently found on the big toe, is annoy- 
ing to many people. This substance 
should not be clipped or cut. It is safer 


to apply some greasy ingredient, such 
as cocoa butter, vaseline, or olive oil, 
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UNS 
which will soften the parts. Olive ofl 
rubbed over the nails will also over. 
come the dryness and brittleness com- 
mon to some nails. 

As a last word of counsel on nail 
hygiene the chiropodist suggests that 
the nails be kept filed. A rasp ora 
manicurist’s file will readily meet the 
requirement. 

So much for the care of the toe 
and nail. 

If the hot weather brings you home 
after a short walk with aching, sting- 
ing feet, or swollen ones, the kind of 
shoe you are wearing is probably not 
the one that is good for your foot. 
Patents worn in hot weather are pe- 
culiarly disabling to certain feet. If 
there is a slight tendency to perspira- 
tion they increase it, and should be 
abandoned, temporarily, at least, for a 
shoe that the air can penetrate more 
easily. Cloth shoes are better than 
leather, sandals better than shoes, for 
persons afflicted with perspiring feet. 

Painting the soles and between the 
toes with a mixture of one-half ounce 
salicylic acid in four ounces of alco- 
hol is helpful. 

Soft corns between the toes result 
from moistyre and macerated skin. 
This thickened skin should be removed 
and the space betwen the toes kept 
dry as possible with thorough dryings 
and powders for the feet. Boric acid 
sprinkled in the shoes and stockings 
is one of those good old remedies that 
ras proved helpful.

ia COTTAGE CHEESE AND 
COMBINATIONS. 
MONG the meat substitutes for 
summer use, cottage cheese re- 
ceived .wide attention a few 
years ago. An extensive cam- 
mMaign for its more general use was 
‘rarried on in 1918, with much litere- 
ture on the subject put out from the 
#overnment printing office ani from 
whe state schools of agriculture. Some 
people tried at this time to get the 
name “liberty cheese” accepted for 
this product, often called “Dutch 
gheese,”’ and which is echaracter‘stically 
German, the name schmierk&se cersist- 
ng, especially when “schnitt auch ” 
hives], chopped, was mentioned as 
ane of its proper accompaniments.

Making Cottage Cheese. 


There is a good deal of difference as 
to how this product of skimmed and 
clabbered, or loppered, milk should 
be made. Since protein begins to stif- 
fen at an even lower temperature than 


that required to pasteurize milk, the | 


method which requires simply the 
draining of the seur milk clabbered 
will appeal to those who understand 
this fact. An old German recige be- 
gins thus: “Set a pan of thick milk 
without the cream near the stove so 
that it will gradually separate from 
the watery parts. Pour into a mus- 
lin ba& and afterwards press through 
a sieve. Mix with it fresh creum, or 
milk and sugar, or vanilla, according 
to taste. Another method is to fill 
the cold sour milk into the bag and 
let it hang during the night to per- 
mit the watery parts to drip away. 
This makes the cheese smoother and 
mellower than if the milk is warmed.” 


Hot Water Method of Making Cheese. 


Some people like to use the hot water 
method in making cottage cheese be- 
cause they say it is less sour, but those 
who believe the acid of milk is some- 
thing to seek for its health value will 
not consider this a good argument. An 
old housekeeper once wrote to me as 
follows: “I pass on my experience of 
years. My cheese never fails to be 
tender, wholesome and digestible. Stir 
fresh clabber with a perforated spoon 
while pouring in boiling water until 
curd and water begin to separate. 
Pour into cheescloth bag and drain 
until cool. Salt and mix with sour or 
sweet milk, as desired. Glorious with 
any kind of fruit or pie, or as a sub- 
stitute for meat.” 


And from a printee@ source we take 
the following: “Put thick sour milk 


orient and a highly justifiable one, 
dates, cottage cheese and cucumber 
can be recommended. It is not so 
easy to make balls of cottage cheese, 
but it can be done and these are served 
plain with a salad or rolied in nuts, 
etc. 


Water Lily Salad. 


Probably no prettier salad could be 
made, for those who like cottage 
cheese, than this. Put the cheese 
through a ricer and beat, seasoning to 
taste and adding cream if necessary to 
get sqmething that can be piped from 
the pastry bag. Starting from center, 
pipe pieces about two inches long that 
when scooped out or pressed down 
lengthwise through the middle will 
look much like lily petals. Sprinkle 
sieved egg yolk at the center and 
serve with any preferred dressing, or 
with none if the seasoning of the 
cheese has been ample. \ 


An Easy Cheese Cake. 


Cheese cakes are usually made with 
a crust—pie crust, biscuit crust or 
something to take the place of these. 
For the following use a small pan 
lined with a buttered paper. Rice and 
beat one pound of cheese till smooth. 
Beat four egg yolks and beat these 
with the cheese. Add a cup each 
of flour and sugar and a pinch of salt 
and a little nutmeg. Add sufficient 
sweet milk to make a batter like one 
for griddle cakes. Fold in the beaten 
whites of the eggs, pour into the paper 
lined pan, bake about thirty minutes 
at 375 degrees.

Combining Colors. 
ZLECTING color schemes for the 
home sotiretimes seems a hope- 
less task. It is difficult for some 
of us to grasp the sense of bal- 
.ance, harmony or contrasts. Many 
‘weird and fantastic combinations are 
: brought into the world by various new 


art clubs, cubists, futurists, modern- 
-ists, etc. In nine cases out of ten 
‘these conglomerations are horribly 
‘suggestive of a paint shop wall on 
which the painter cleans his brushes. 
, They have no more purpose nor defi- 
nite arrangement that. To 
‘achieve a delightful interior it is not 
, necessary to resort to freakishness. 
The true artist makes a study of his 
He realizes that we lit- 
erally surrounded with inspirations of 
practical color combinations. Na- 
ture’s infallible hand sets before us 
innumerable models of harmony and 
balance. Flowers, birds and butter- 
flies are foundations for decorative 
harmony in interiors. Not only should 
the colors themselves be employed as 
models, but the proportions in which 
they appear should be taken carefully 
into account. It should be remembered 
that using birds, flowers or butter- 
flies for examples in the embellishment 
of a home does not imply that all of 
the rooms would be a riot of color. 
A large proportion of the creatures 
skillfully done by nature are in sober, 
peaceful tones, with vivid notes of 
contrast used as accents.

A 
fireplace at one side of the room bas 
its mantel and facing painted gray.

A litle drum 
table at the outer end of eaca sofa 
holds a gold and green lamp with a 
shade of plaited ivory taffeta, finished 
at top and bottom with a one inch 
folded bard of cloth of gold. Above 
the mantel an antique floral painting 
is beautifully proportioned to the space. 
It has an openwork frame, painted a 
dull gold, and backed by an antique. 
mirror which shows through the open 
work—a most exquisite piece. 

On a table against the wall opposite 
the fireplace is a gracious lamp of crys- 
tal. Little French arm chairs at each 
side of-the table are painted gray, with

A quaint French 
desk in one corner of the room has a 
chair to match the two little arm 
chairs. Making a comfortable arranzge- 
ment, placed as it is, near a window 
and a set of open book shelves, is a 
deep seated arm chair upholstered in 
gray velour. It is accompanied by a 
low, round, marble topped table which 
holds a carved wooden cigaret box and 
a brass ash tray, and by a reading 
lamp fitted with a gold colored taffeta 
shade bound in jade green. A jade 
green taffeta accessory cushion, piped 
in violet, adds to the comfort of the

already comfortable chair. At the long 
windows are gold silk gauze glass cur- 
tains, with draperies of violet taffeta 
lined with French gray sateen. The 
floor is rugged in deep moss green 
chenille. Altogether it is a most de- 
lightfully fine and pleasing room. 


In the dining room across the hall, 
woodwork and wainscoting are painted 
a soft parchment yellow. Above the 
wainscoting the walls are done in a 
cream colored paper dotted with small, 
widely spaced Maltese crosses in gold. 
The furniture is walnut, with the chair 
seats upholstered in mulberry wool 
damask. On the buffet, and as a cen- 
ter piece for the dining table, are pieces 
of deep purple Venetian giass. Purple 
Venetian glass candlesticks are fitted 
with tall yellow candles. A wide-lipped 
bowl on the table is kept filled with 
lovely flowers, having at present an 
arrangement of exotic blue water lilies, 
most fascinating to behold. Yellow silk 
gauze glass curtains at the windows 
are used in conjunction with draperies 
of heavy damask in a luscious mul- 
berry tone. The floor covering is a 
deep peacock blue. 

One of the most interesting bed- 
rooms ig done in a combination of light 
blue and raspberry pink. Woodwork 
is stained walnut to match the French 
walnut furniture. The walls are paint- 
ed a soft, raspberry pink and the ceil- 
ing a pale blue. Stars of various sizes, 
cut from silver paper, are pasted on, 


at irregular intervals, on walls and} 
ceiling, creating a novel and decorative 


effect. On the twin beds are rasp- 
berry pink taffeta covers, with side 
flounces of blue taffeta, finished, where 
the two are joined, with shirred silver 
and blue ribbon about three-quarters 
of an inch in width. Window draperies 
are of the same pink taffeta with blue 
ruchings, lined with pink sateen. White 
marquisette, dotted in pink, makes thé 
glass curtains. 7 
' A dressing table and pair of com- 
modes, as shown in today’s illustra- 
tion, form a beautifully balanced group. 
The electric candlesticks are of pink 
glass, matching a pair of Venetian 
glass perfume bottles and powder dish. 
They are fitted with glazed parchment 
shades, stained pink and finished with 
painted bands of blue. A third lamp, 
exactly like these, is used on a night 
stand between the beds. On the floor 
are pink wool chenille rugs.

Observe Rules of Politeness. 


The invitation to a children’s party 
should be written,

and addressed to the other child. The 
hours for the party should be stated 
in the note. The mother of the guest 
should be as punctilious about an- 
swering as she would about answer- 
ing an invitation addressed to her- 
self\ She should not merely phone and 
say “ Barbara will be on hand for John- 
nie’s party.” The youngster giving the 
party gets a great deal of pleasure out 
of the responses to the invitations, 


The mother should then see that her 
child is properly garbed—not dressed 
like a miniature freak in a lot of un- 
accustomed silks and laces. She should 
see that her child gets to the party 
at thes hour stated on the invitation. 
Under no circumstances should she 
stay with the child unless she has been 
especially requested to do se. If she 
cannot trust her child’s manners, she 
should refuse the invitation for her 
and begin to train her for the next 
party. She should call for her child 
promptly at the hour stated on the 
invitation that the party shall be over. 
The child should be taught to say that 
it had a pleasant time not only to 
the other child but to the mother.

OOD MORNING! 
“The Show Must Go On!” 
' That’s the slogan of the circus. 
. “Bigger Than Barnum’s”’ is a circus picture from 
a story by Arthur Guy Empey, who wrote “Over the 
Top "—remember? It has tents, and sawdust, and ele- 
phants, and roustabouts, and lions, 
and tigers, and clowns, bands 
bareback riders, acrobats, AND 
aerial performers. The last Mr. 
Empey selected as the principal 
characters for his tale. 

The Blandins are tight rope 
artists. There are, really, only 
two Blandins—father and son, but 
Jugnita Calles, the feminine mem- 
ber of the act, adopted by the 
family when she was a wee baby, 
is, ‘to all intents and purposes, a 
Blandin. Her name will be Blan- 
din, too, some day, all know, for it 
is tacitly understood that she and 
Robert, the son, will marry in th 
near future. 

Their act is a dangerous one. 
They perform on a wire eighty 
feet from the ground, balancing 
perilously forward and backward 
along the taut steel thread in a series of breath-taking 
stunts that culminate in one that is desperately dangerous. 

From Generation to Generation. 

In this last, the elder Blandin, with Juanita standing 
erect on his shoulders, walks the complete length of the 
wire, retracing his steps backward. As you watch, you see 
him hesitate and almost fall. - He doesn’t, but that afternoon 
in his dressing room he begs his son to do the att in future. 

“I’m getting old,” Blandin: says, “and my leg isn’t as 
good as it was. But the Blandin act must go on just the 
same.”’ 

The Blandin act, you learn, is a sort of heirloom. Blan- 
dins had been balancing on wires for a number of genera- 
tions, proudly handing down prowess and steadfastness one 
unto the other. 

Blandin Jr. shrugs. He’s not afraid, but something in 
him rebels at the danger they go through at each perform- 
ance to satisfy ‘the craving for blood” of the hordes that 
throng the tent—waiting and hoping, young Blandin says— 
for an accident. 

At about the same time this conversation is taking place 
between the Blandins, the manager of the show is being 
interviewed by a hardboiled chap sent out by the owners of 
the circus to find out why it isn’t drawing more trade. AND 
having watched the reaction of the audience to the Blandin 
act he has had an idea.

The Believing Mind 


By H. L. Mencken. 


OME time ago I received a letter from an elderly Social- 
ist, once very active in the movement, but long since 
retired. It was stuffed with circulars advertising a new 
sure cure for all human ills, from bellyache to cancer. 

This invention, the Socialist assured me, was no fake. He 
had personally seen it snatch back men and women from the 
brink of the grave. It would be in use everywhere, he said, 
and saving hundreds of thousands of lives a year, if it were 
not for the hellish conspiracies of the American Medical 
association. 

It all seemed familiar. More, it all seemed quite natural. 
lor who has ever heard of a Socialist who did not also be- 
lieve in some other quackery? I have known all the principal 
gladiators of the movement in my time, at least in America; I 
have yet to meet one who was not as gullible as a Mississipp) 
darkey, nay, even as a Mississippi white man. Didn’t Kar! 
Marx himself carry a madstone and believe in astrology? If 
not, then it was strange, indeed. Doesn’t Debs believe that 
quinine will cure a cold? If not, then he is not a genuine 
Socialist. 

The leading living Socialist of this great republic is Upton 
Sinclair. Perhaps, indeed, he is the only leader the movement 
has left, for Debs is over 70 and all the rest leaped down the 
sewers during the late war. Well, Sinclair believes in so 
many different kinds of nonsense that it takes a thick book 
to record them. He was one of the earliest believers in the 
fasting cure for catarrh, and he was one of the first dupes 
to be roped in by the late Dr. Albert Abrams. the San Fran- 
cisco swindler. I do not hold all this against Sinclair: He is 


a charming fellow, otherwise. I merely say that it is natural 
to Socialists. Turn to England, where the current hero of 
the movement is young Oliver Baldwin, son of the prime 
minister. On June 20 last the Associated Press reported from 
London that Oliver had taken to spiritualism and was hearing 
“ spirit voices coming from all parts of the room in no fewer 
than five languages.” 


As I have said, practically all of the more eminent Socialists 
of the United States took to the sewers in 1917. When the 
gunmen of the Hon. A. Mitchell Palmer began rounding up 
the lesser comrades, and federal judges began sending them 
to Atlanta for five, ten, and even twenty years. the high toned 
members of the- movement saw a great light, and began to 
bawl and sob for the flag. Now, with the ate over, they 
can’t get back; the surviving comrades won't have anything 
to do with them, and even denounce them bitterly as scabs. 

But if the Marxian grove is thus closed to them, there is 
plenty of room for them around other flambeaux, and all of 
them seem to be crowding up. A considerable number, in 
1920, became violent prohibitionists, and began predicting 
that the country would be bone dry in two years. Others 
became chiropractors. Yet others announced that they were 
converted to the league of nations. Many became spiritual- 
ists, and a few, I believe, followed Sinclair in succumbing 
to Dr. Abrams. The rest went in for free love, fundamen- 
talism, mental telepathy, the Harding idealism, Texas oil 
stocks, numerology, the poetry of T. S. Eliot, the music of 
Eric Satie, or the ouija board. One or two became professional 
sorcerers. 

The point is that every one found some sort of satisfaction 
for the imperative need of his nature—every one found some- 
thing outlandish and preposterous_to believe. For all of 
them, as ex-Socialists, had believing minds. They could get 
rid of their Socialism, especially when helped by the Polizei, 
but they could no more get rid of their believing minds than 
they could get rid of the sapes of their heads. A Socialist 
is simply a man suffering from an overwhelming compuision 
to believe what is not true. He yearns for it as a cow yearns 
for the milkman, lowing in the cool of the evening. He pines 
for it as a dry congressman pines for a drink. 

* * 

Of all the things that are palpably not true, Socialism is 
one of the most satisfying to men of that romantic kidney, 
and so nine-tenths of them, at one time or another in thétr 
lives, are Socialists, or, if not Socialists, then at least Pro- 
gressives, or single taxers, or evangelists of farm relief. But 
socialism, though it is sweet, is never enough for them, and 
neither is the single tax. They always reach out for some- 
thing else. They always succumb to some other and worse 
Marx, with longer whiskers and dirtier fingernails. 

Years ago, when the single taxers were still making a noise 
in the land, I made a roster of the princes of the movement, 
setting down beside each name the varieties of balderdash 
that its owner believed in. There was not a single name 
without two entries, and some of them had a dozen. One of 
the leading single tax agitators was also president of the 
League for Medical Freedom, a verein of quacks organized 
to oppose vaccination. Another was a militant anti-vivisec- 
tionist, and proposed that the Johns Hopkins Medical school 
be closed by the police. A third was an anthropophagous 
atheist of the kind that prosejytes, especially among peace- 
able old ladies. A third was a‘table tapper, and a fourth got 
messages from the ghosts of Martin Luther, Lucy Stone, and 
Sitting Bull. A fifth deserted his wife for a cutie with pansy 
eyes, and lost, in consequence, his job as a college professor. 
A sixth, believing that he was Millard Fillmore was put away 
by his family. 

I know very few single taxers, They are, in fact, very &n- 
pleasant people to know, for they never take a holiday from 
their delusion, and so their conversation tends to be trying. 
But the few I know all run perfectly true to type. If they 
don’t believe in osteopathy, then they believe in international 
peace. If thay don't believe in international peace, then they 
believe in the recall of judges. 
recall of judges, then they believe in sending hijackers to 
comfortable lunatic asylums and treating them on the theory 
that they are temporarily out of their minds. 
believe in something beautifully idiotic, and always they be- 
lieve in at least two such things. 


* * 


What lies beneath all this is simply an ancient fact, noted 
long ago by William James, and before him by Friedrich 
Wilhelm Nietzsche, and before him by the Greeks, and before 
the Greeks by the first human politicians. It is the fact that 
the race of men is divided sharply into two classes: Those 
who are what James called tough minded, and demand over- 
whelming proofs before they will believe, and those who are 
what he called tender minded, and are willing to believe any- 
thing that seems to be pleasant. 

It is the tender minded who keep quacks of all sorts well 
fed and active, and hence vastly augment the charm of this 
world. They find it wholly impossible to distinguish between 
what is subjectively agreeable and what is objectively true. 
“Would it be nice if the whole world turned sober overnight, 
and even flappers put away the jug? If so, then there must 
be a quick and sure way to accomplish it. Does prohibition 
promise to do so? If so, then prohibition must be true. This 
is precisely the route by which .Sinclair became a prohibi- 
tionist—one of his follies that I forgot to mention above. 
And this is the route by which multitudes of his tender heart- 
ed brethern and sistern followed him—into the jaws of the 
Anti-Saloon league. | 

Socialism, while it was still vague and untested, appealed 
powerfully to all such persons Fifteen or twenty years ago 
it was making immense progress in the United States, vice 
free silver, deceased. All the young college professors, in 
those days, were Socialists, as they are riow birth controllers. 
It swept and enchanted the tender mind. Fat women wept 
over it, as they now weep over the Armenians. But one day 
it collided slambang with the harsh and horrible facts. One 
day it was put to the test—and promptly blew up. Even 
the tender minded could not dodge the appalling proofs. So 
they fled in this direction and that. Some took to spiritualism, 
some to chirbpractic, some to Genesis. Some, like Sinclair, 
took to prohibition, the single tax, fasting, an‘ the electronic 
vibraticns of Dr. Abrams. But not one, so far as I can make 
out, took to sense.

Here and there a tanned some- 
body back from the hills and shore 
and ready to go away again once 
he finds that Broadway is as he 
left it and his own particular posi- 
tion in the scheme has not been 
imperiled by his absence. 

Lots of actors! oO, lots and 
lots! ~ Cheeriul if they have jobs. 
Cheerful if they haven't, but nerv- 
ous and more inclined to be shrill 
and a little hysterical around the

Another Newcomer from Out of the West. 

I have not yet seen J. P. McEvoy’s “ Americana,” which 
gained headway last week after as propitious a start as a 
July opening can guarantee. But I have heard considerable 
about a lad from the west who, playing a part in it, has 
made one of those always exciting overnight leaps into 
prominence as a comedian. He is Charles Butterworth, and 
time was when he studied at Notre Dame and was later a 
reporter on the South Bend News-Times. , too, was Ring 
Lardner in his pre-Chicago days. Likewise the same McEvoy, 
who is author of this new revue. That these facts of back- 
ground are being recalled in young Butterworth’s honor 
indicate the soundness of his hit. 

He had some thought of being a lawyer, according to 
the records, but the stage urge finally overcame all other 
influences, including the parental. He did a little vaudeville, 
being as comic as possible on the small time circuits, and 
finally he renewed his Notre Dame acquaintance. with 
McAvoy. His trial in “ Americana” followed. He plays in 
most of the sketches and is principally successful, Broad- 
way seems to think, as the nominator of new members for 
a Rotary club. “ With inarticulate abashedness and frequent 
lapses of memory,” Max Lief wrote of him, “ he introduces 
the moth ball designer, the costumer butcher and the rest of 
the aspiring Rotarians, adding to each encomium the phrase 
‘and he’s got both feet on the ground, too!’” 


Shuberts Juggle and Save. 

The Messrs. Shubert have been juggling their summer 
shows to keep them well up in the competition while reduc- 
ing the overhead expense of their maintenance during the 
‘hot weather. 

‘Thus “A Night in Paris” has been moved from the 
expensive Casino de Paris, on top of the Century, to the 
44th Street theater and furnished with what is described 
as a new edition of songs and patter. 

“The Merry World,” having sailed fairly well in a light 
breeze at the Imperial, has been maneuvered nearer the 
swifter Broadway currents by being renamed “ Passions of 
1926” and restaged at the Shubert. The folks who come 
in from Asbury Park and points west.and south, show men 
claim, are more interested in passions of one kind and an- 
other. both summer and winter, than they are in merrr 
worlds, be they ever so jolly. So they have to keep their 
advertisements bright with promise. 

Basically,’ the entertainment of neither revue has been 
greatly changed. Jack Pearl, one of the few. surviving 
German dialect comedians, is- credited with a new old laugh 
in “A Night in Paris.” He agrees to help out a friend 
who is pleading with a prospective father-in-law for the 
hand of his handsome daughter. The friend is to present 
his modest claims and Jack is to fill in with a few hopeful 
exaggerations. 

“Have you got a home for.my daughter?” father asks. 

“Well, I own'a sort of bungalow,” replies the lover. 

‘‘ Bungalow,” screams Pearl. “It's a.palace.” 

“Have you any land around it?” 

“O, a few trees.” 

“Trees,” sneers Pearl. “He owns a forest!” 

At which point the suitor coughs warningly. 

“You seem to have a slight cold,” sympathizes father. 

“Cold, nothing,” “Cries Pearl with great enthusiasm. 
“ He’s got consumption!”

Any dinner carrying a record 
price per plate is certain to attract a lot of attention, and 
rich men who love attention are fairly numerous in this 
vicinity. A thousand dollar contribution to the Actors’ Fund 
is a deserved charity and Dan Frohman, who has for so 
many years been the most faithful of servants to the fund, 
is reaching the years when banquets in his honor will have 
to be more and more widely spaced. He is edging along 
toward 80, though you never would syspect it to see him. 

The fund was started 34 years ago. That first year 
$14,000 was raised to aid actors in distress. Last year fund 
philanthropies cost $200,000. Showing, it may be, that not 
only are there more actors, but that their luck is not ini- 


proving.

But 
the character obviously is a parody on the lowly, poisonous 
villains of melodrama and the tragic operas, and is most 
effective when acted in the seeming mood of deadly earnest- | 
ness. Hopper once explained to me, when I asked him why 
he took that rdle rather than Sic Joseph or Captain Corcoran, 
that he had his choice, and, learning that Miss Fritzi 
Scheff was to be in the cast, decided on Deadeye because 
in the part he would not be called upon to play scenes 
with her!

ten dollars a week. This included the 
wages of two servants and the entire 
equipment of the house in which there 
were five master’s bedrooms, besides 
the service rooms. She said the daily 
fare was delicious and provided with- 
out any supervision and at small cost. 

The Majorcans are a race apart, be- 
ing neither Latin nor Gothic, but of 
some lost people of whom they are the 
last remaining examples. They are 
simple, honest, and hardworking. Life 
must be a very easy affair there. My 
informant says that there are many 
comfortable houses to be had for as 
low as a dollar a week and that the 
island provides excellent vegetables 
and fruits and also sea food. The na- 
tive wines, too, are said to be delicious. 
It is a mountainous bit of paradise 


sticking up the Mediterranean. 
Its mate, Minorca, seems even more re- 
mote and unknown, as I can’t find any 
one who has visited it. 

In Majorca there is said to be an al- 
most untapped wealth of rare old pic- 
tures and furniture and tapestries in 
the ancient Spanish villas that cling 
to the steep hillsides or are buried 
deep in the forests. The splendid tapes- 
tries which adorn the music room in 
(Cyrus McCormick's residence on East 
Huron street came from Majorca, 
where they had hung in a windowless 
room since the sixteenth century. They 
were madg in Holland at the order of 
one of the Spanish grandees, Spain be- 
ing at that time in control of the Low 
countries, and never, saw the light of 
day from the time they were placed 
in their Majorcan castle until they 


were taken out for the American mil- 
lionaire and brought to Chicago.

Queries the Critic

AST spring there was a superb 
exhibition of paintings by Sir 
John Lavery at the Arts club.

Analyzing Miss Baker 

A guard at the Art institute was 
almost as illuminating concerning the 
personality of Mary Landon| Baker, 
whose portrait, sculptured in white 
marble, is one of the interesting fea- 
tures of the current exhibit there by 
John David Brein. The dust is a capi- 
tal likeness. The face is self-willed; 
the mouth a trifle sulky. You feel 
running through every fiber of it the 
strong flow of life that does not al- 


Ways mean happiness to the owner 
carried on its tide. 

There is a great deal of the spoiled 
child in the face and turn of the head; 
a great deal of the symbolic impa- 
tience with realities which often means 
neither more nor less than an external 
pursuit of personal happiness, to find 
that happiness crumbling into ashes 
at the second of its realization.

Beyond all doubt the loveliest por- 
trait bust in Mr. Brcin’s exhibit is 
that of a charming lady, his wife. It 
is an exquisite piece of work and 
bears witness to an exquisite person- 
ality. The adjective beautiful gains 
a fresh meaning when it is applied 
to this sculptured likeness. Nothing 
short of beautiful, well stressed, will 
deseribe it justly. | 

Of the busts of men there are a 
number that are significant for the 
unusual interest they exert, even 
though the individuals portrayed are 
not familiar personages. For exam- 
ple, there is a fine study of Dr. B. 
Pourich, one would gather a Serbian 
and a soldier as well as statesman.
